r the proposed addition of 18 new elemen- 
tary classrooms, and committee members 
want voters to approval the expenditure at a 
special fall town meeting. 

Ken Gropper, chairman of the committee, 
asked the Board of Selectmen Monday night 
to schedule a fall town meeting so his com- 
mittee can ask residents to borrow the 
$400,000. The money is needed now so that 
architectural designs can be completed 
before a June 1 State Building Assistance 
Bureau deadline. The SBAB will reimburse 
100 percent of the design money, the entire

students need 
to know?

School officials are taking a closer look at 
what students graduating from Andover 
public schools should know. Mark McQuil- 
lan, superintendent of schools, last week pre- 
sented the Schoo] Committee a list of skills 
and knowledge he believes the schools have 
an Obligation to teach students before they 
leave high school and enter the 21st century 
work force. 

Dr. McQuillan hopes to engage the com- 
munity — including teachers, parents, busi- 
nessmen and -women, and clergy — in a dia- 
logue of how the schools can do a better job 
of preparing students for the real world. 

Dr. McQuillan believes students should 
have a wide variety of skills and knowledge 
in many areas, including language, litera- 
ture, fine art, math, natural science, history, 
geography, social studies, technology sys- 
tems, science, human development and phys- 
ical and mental health, communication in all 
modes of expression, measurement, calcula- 
tion and problem solving, human relations, 
group and teamwork, critical reasoning and 
data manipulation, planning, research and 
resource Management. 

Dr. McQuillan and the Schoo! Committee 
will discuss these areas and others during 
the next few months at committee meetings. 
The next meeting will be Tuesday, Oct. 5, at 
7:30 p.m. in the school office building at 
Whittier Court.

The $400,000 they 
need now is to hire 
an architect to draw 
up the designs for 
the new additions, a 
completely separate 
expense from the 
engineering costs. 

The committee 
doesn’t have the 
money to hire an 
architect without 
this money, and 
waiting until regu- 
lar Town Meeting 
for the $400,000 
would be too late to 
get the plans in 
under the SBAB 
deadline. Missing 
the deadline could 
mean at least anoth- 
er two-year delay in 
starting the project, 
according to Mr. 
Gropper. Mr. Grop- 
per recommended 
putting the entire 
project on hold, and 
not spending the 
$120,000 for engi- 
neering, if the 
$400,000 isn’t 
approved this fall. 


If it is approved, 
cost estimates for 
the entire project 
could be done by 
Jan, 1, 1993, design 
plans would go to 
SBAB by June 1, and 
construction would 
go out to bid at the 
end of August or ear- 
ly September. Con- 
struction could 
begin by the end of 
September 1993, and 
be completed by Jan. 
1, 1995.

A group of residents asked selectmen 
Monday night to help them get a full or par- 
tial ban on train whistles in town. 

Several of the roughly 25 residents who 
attended the meeting to protest the whistles 
told stories of being pestered day and night 
by train whistles blown too often and too 
loudly. Leo Doherty, of 11 Buxton Court, told 
selectmen he has approximately 200 signa- 
tures on a petition in support of quieting the 
train whistles. 

“We talked to people all the way from 
Pole Hill Road to Arundel,” Mr. Doherty 
said. 

Most residents agree that the problem 
only began about six months ago. 

“I’ve never seen those horns blow until 
recently,” said Nick Giata, of 7 Buxton 
Court, a long-time resident. “This noise is 
tremendous. This thing is really loud.” 

Mr. Giata said each train now gives three 
or four long blasts on the horn. Peggy Gior- 
dano, of 16 Pole Hill Drive, said she has 
heard a minimum of three blasts and up to 
as many as nine blasts on the whistle. 

Many of the residents’ questions, and

those of board members, were answered by 
Michael Twombly, of 70 High St., a railroad 
engineer who drives trains for Springfield 
Terminal Railway, part of Gilford Trans- 
portation, which operates trains in this area.

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Selectmen deal with free cash, possible 
historic district and 350th celebration 
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“He immediately ordered all engineers to 
commence whistling at these crossings” to 
protect the company from liability in the 
case of an accident, Mr. Twombly said. 

Unless someone else is willing to take on 
that liability, the company will continue to 
blow the whistles at the crossings. 

Mr. Twombly couldn't explain why the 
whistles were not used before the new man- 
ager came on, and didn’t know when or why 
that practice had begun. He has initiated a 
search at the state Department of Public Util 
ities to see if any waivers for Andover are on 
file. Selectmen Monday night directed Buzz 
Stapezynski, town manager, to do a search 
within the town as well. 

It is unlikely the DPU would grant any 
new waivers because of the liability, accord- 
ing to Mr. Twombly and Mr. Stapezynski. 
And even if waivers exist, they can be over- 
ridden by the Federal Railroad Association, 
which has upheld whistle blowing in other 
states recently, such as Florida, following 
accidents, 

If no waivers exist, selectmen will contin- 
ue to monitor the situation and consider 
requesting a hearing with the DPU to peti 
tion for either a waiver or a ban on the whis- 
tles between the hours of 10 p.m and 6 a.m. 

Selectmen Chairman Charles Wesson said 
it appeared the railroad was being “overly 
aggressive” with its whistle blowing and 
asked Mr. Stapezynski to check into the lia 
bility the town would face if a waiver or lim 
its are requested. 

Only one resident, Charles Croteau, of 5 
Michael Way, was in favor of the whistle 
blowing. He said the gates, lights and bells at 
the railroad crossings are all mechanical 
equipment and subject to failure. 

Free cash certified 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manger, told 
selectmen Monday night that the town’s free 
cash has been certified by the state at 
$1,179,116. That is up from $278,000 last year 
and $208,000 in fiscal 1990. 

Free cash is the amount of surplus rev 
enue over and above uncollected taxes as of 
July 1 of each year, It is available for appro 
priation at Town Meeting.

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Contemplation of life and death, atone- 
ment and forgiveness, ancient tradition and 
contemporary concerns are weaved togeth 
er during the observance of Rosh Hashonah 
and Yom Kippur, says Rabbi Robert S. Guid 
stein of Temple Emanuel. 

Jews in Andover and around the world 
will usher in the High Holy Days this Sun- 
day evening, Sept. 27. Rosh Hashonah, the 
New Year, marks the beginning of the year 
5753 in the Jewish faith. 

The observance of the holiday marks the 
start of 10 days of prayer and spiritual intro- 
spection that ends at sundown, Oct. 6, in the 
observance of Yom Kippur, the day of atone 
ment. 

“Rosh Hashonah is a time to stop and 
evaluate our lives,” says Rabbi Goldstein. 
“Tt is a time to come to grips with who and 
what we are. It is an acknowledgment that 
there are some elements in our lives with 
which we are not satisfied, and with thought 
and prayer, we can change them.” 

He offers the analogy of life as a highway. 
“Sometimes we get lost and must pull off the 
road to look at a map. Maybe we find we've 
been driving too fast or down the wrong 
road. Repentance, the ‘work’ of the High 
Holy Days, is the act of looking at that map

and putting ourselves back on the right 
road.” 

In addition, these holidays help to reunite 
a congregation, “although this is a time of 
self-introspection, it also bring us together 
in faith,” Rabbi Goldstein said. 

In fact, according to the Rabbi, Rosh 
Hashonah demands that we look beyond our 
own world. 

“Our interests as a society have become 
very sectarian, even narcissistic. We tend to 
be concerned with only our own needs, The 
uncertainty of our times, the challenges of 
the present economy and the declining stan 
dard of living have turned us inward, and 
that simply is not the universal message of 
our faith, 

“At Temple Emanuel,” stated Rabbi 
Goldstein, “as with many other religious 
communities in the area, we are very com 
mitted to transforming our prayers into 
deeds. Our world is a troubled place, and we 
must use our hearts, and our hands to bring 
some healing into the world.” 

Temple Emanuel will continue its annual 
food collection for Bread and Roses on Yom 
Kippur. Congregants are urged to bring 
canned and packaged non-perishable food 
for distribution,

left to serve as a battery commander in 
Patton’s Third Army during the war. 
He finished his degree and married 
Phebe Stevens in 1947, then went to 
work at the Hun School in Princeton, 
teaching physics and mathematics. It 
was at Hun where he first began prac- 


ticing experiential learning “out of 


necessity.” 

“Here the school was broke and we 
didn’t have any money to fix anything, 
so I got the kids to do it,” Mr. Miner 
says. 

The students did chores such as cur- 
ring the lawn, doing carpentry and 
building a garage. 

In 1950, he met iSurt Hahn, a Ger- 
man who was using a new philosophy 
of teaching at Gordonstoun School in 
Scotland. Mr. Hahn professed that val- 


ue forming experiences rid youths of 


” 


“the misery of unimportance, 

That is the same thing Mr. Miner 
had found at Hun by having the stu- 
dents do the work. 


“T found that this removed them 
from the ‘misery of unimportance.’ It 
became critical to the community,” 
Mr. Miner says. 

That “misery of unimportance,” 
(another one of the catch phrases Mr. 
Miner refers to as “Hahnisms,”) is 
what a youth, or anyone, feels when he 
or she has no feeling of self worth, feels 
unimportant and has no hope for a bet- 
ter future, 

“The misery of unimportance is 
probably our worst social disease,” Mr. 
Miner says. 

The new form of teaching through 
experience in adventure-based educa- 
tion would later become known as Out- 
ward Bound and Mr. Miner would 
spend much of his life bringing that 
philosophy to the United States. 

Mr. Hahn “kind of adopted” Mr. 
Miner. Following this mentor’s death 
in 1974, Mr. Miner wrote an article 
about Mr. Hahn, “My Most Unforget- 
table Character,” that was published in 
Reader's Digest a year later. 

Mr. Miner also co-wrote a book, Out 
ward Bound USA, published in 1981, 
which is a chronology of his early 
exposure to Mr. Hahn, his own efforts 
to bring the “learning through experi- 
ence” philosophy to Andover in the 
1950s, and the opening of the first Out- 
ward Bound School in the United 
States, in Colorado, in 1962. 


“Let us build up physical fitness 
for the sake of the soul” — Plato 


John Kemper was headmaster at 
Phillips Academy when Mr. Miner 
brought his wife, Phebe, and the first 
three of their five children to Andover 
in 1952 after an apprenticeship with 
Mr. Hahn at Gordonstoun. 


The United States was at its peak of 


national arrogance, according to Mr. 
Miner. 

“We'd never lost a war. We were the 
most powerful country in the world,” 
he says. “When I came to Andover peo-

ple couldn’t care less what some Ger- 
man was doing on top of some moun- 
tain in Scotland.” 

Mr. Miner taught physics and 
coached football, basketball and base- 
ball. Later he became dean of admis- 
sions, a position in which he would dis- 
tinguish himself. The Miners brought 
up their children in the dormitories, 
starting in Coy House, where Mr. Hahn 
locked himself in the bathroom on his 
first visit to Andover and it took the 
combined efforts of the police and fire 
departments to get him out. 

Mr. Miner also brought “The Break” 
with him to PA. The Break was an 
opportunity for students to take time 
out from classes to compete in track 
events, not against each other, but 
against their own previous effort. Its 
purpose was to build self esteem more 
than for physical prowess. This new- 


found confidence then carried over 
into everything else the students did, 
including in the classroom. 

The Break wasn’t an easy sell at 
Andover, where traditions went back 
175 years. But Mr. Miner convinced 
Jack Hawes, housemaster of Williams 
dorm, to use The Break for one year, 
after which they would check the 
progress of the students. For one hour, 
twice a week, the boys took time out 
for the broad jump, high jump, shot 
put, discus, 75-yard dash and half-mile 
run. 


After the year there was a marked 
improvement physically and academi- 
cally, and The Break soon became an 
integral part of the program at PA. It 
was expanded to include a ropes course 
in the gymnasium and “drownproof- 
ing,’ a water survival technique prac-

ticed in the pool. 

“The Break worked very well,” Mr. 
Miner says. “Everything works very 
well in education if you keep the teach 
ers out of them.” 

Most teachers believe education 
means pumping information into kids, 
Mr. Miner says. “And that’s why we’re 
failing so miserably.” 

A leader should be a coach, or in 
today’s word, a facilitator, he says. 

“You bring things out of kids,” he 
says. “Every time you teach somebody 
something, you deny them the thrill of 
discovery. Stop teaching. Look for 
ways, find ways, so that kids can dis 
cover.” 

Experiential means learning 
through experience and gaining a little 
wisdom in the process, he said, while 
cognitive learning is more a supplying 
of information. 

“] think education has to find a way 
to weave more of the experiential into 
the fabric of its structure,” he said. 

The Break is still used at PA today, 
but it’s now called “search and res- 
cue,” and they have a textbook for it

Sputnik changed education in 
America, according to Mr. Miner. 

He remembers taking the students 
from Taylor Hall in the middle of the 
night to watch the Russian satellite 
pass over Andover. 

“It was eerie, just eerie,” Mr. Miner 
says. “It was the first man-made thing 
to go around the earth.” 

The Russians led the space race and 
all of a sudden the United States was 
looking for new ideas, giving birth to 
the new math and all new approaches 
in science. 

“Everything was boiling. Academia 
was no longer complacent,’ Mr. Miner 
says. “What was good enough for the 
last 150 years was not going to be good 
enough for the next 150.” 

Then came the Kennedy inaugural 
in 1960 and the “Ask not” speech and 
Outward Bound took off. Mr. Miner 
took an eight-year leave of absence 
from PA in 1964 to become the found- 
ing president of Outward Bound USA. 
For the first six of those years, Out- 
ward Bound’s headquarters were right 
here in Andover. 

Last year some 30,000 people took 
programs under the auspices of Out- 
ward Bound and more than 600 schools 
and colleges had Outward Bound-type 
programs, according to Mr. Miner. 
About 15,000 high school teachers have 
been through the program and many 
imitations and spinoffs of the school

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“Add it all up and we're imparting 
between one and two million people a 
year,’ Mr. Miner says. “It’s that ripple 
effect. It’s probably the most signifi- 
cant thing in Outward Bound. We're 
effecting a lot more people than just 
those going through the program.” 

Outward Bound is one of nine insti: 
tutions in the country that recently 
received a multi-million dollar private 
grant to study how to make the educa- 
tion system in this country more com- 
petitive. : 

“It speaks to the design of a new 
frame of schools, new structure, new 
curriculum, new approach,” Mr. Miner 
said. “It certainly aims to change what 
happens in the educational main- 
stream.” 


A student at Gordonstoun had 


just come off a particularly harrow- 


ing sea experience in which his 
group battled through three gales in 
an open boat in the sea off Scotland. 
“How did you enjoy yourself?” Mr. 
Hahn asked the lad. 
“Magnificently, sir. Except at the 
time.” 


In 1972, Theodore R. Sizer, then new 


headmaster at PA, needed a dean of 


admissions and asked Mr. Miner to 
take the job. Mr. Miner did the job for 
13 years until he retired in 1985. But 
retirement is a strange word for the 
way Mr. Miner spends his time. 

He returned from an Outward 
Bound program in the Florida Ever- 
glades a few weeks ago. 

“IT do at least one a year, sometimes 
two,” Mr. Miner says of the Outward 
Bound courses, 

Earlier this month the Miners spent 
a week with a group from his alma 
mater, Princeton University, on the 
river boat Delta Queen, which followed 
a route of the river campaigns of the 
Civil War. 

“The boat was as big as a football 
field. It was remarkable,” Mr. Miner 
says. 


He was in New York last Tuesday, 
then Chicago on Thursday at an Out- 
ward Bound executive directors’ meet 
ing where members voted to take over 
complete operation of Thompson 
Island in Boston Harbor. 

“We're trying to save Thompson 
Island,” Mr, Miner said. 


The Miners were heading up to 
Nova Scotia this week, strictly for plea- 
sure, and in November will head to 
Nepal with Outward Bound for two 
weeks, the first week hiking in the low- 
lands, the second chasing white 
rhinoceros from the backs of elephants 
in an effort to tag and study the rhinos.

Just two of his many 
friends help illustrate 
the story of Josh Miner

In his book, Outward Bound 

’ USA, Josh Miner tells about the 
hundreds of people he met through, 
and who got involved in, Outward 
Bound, either directly or as finan- 
cial supporters. If the saying is true 
that you can tell a lot about a person 
by the friends he keeps, then a few 
characters are essential in the story 
of Josh Miner. 

Two of those characters are 
William Sloane Coffin, minister 
from Yale Divinity School, and the 
late Freddy Lanoue, of Georgia 
Tech, a Worcester youth who 
worked his way through Springfield 
College as a daredevil high diver. 
Folk lore at Springfield held that 
Freddy once earned a term’s tuition 
“by diving from a 200-foot tower into 
a damp washcloth with Roman can- 
dles sticking out of each ear and his 
rear end,” 


“Freddy Lanoue was one of the 
most colorful, most profane, and 
most Christian persons I have ever 
known,” Mr. Miner wrote. 

Mr, Lanoue had developed a tech- 
nique called drownproofing, which 
uses the body’s natural buoyancy, 
and self-control under trying cir- 
cumstances, to prevent drowning. 
And Mr. Miner wanted to bring 
drownproofing to Outward Bound 
when Rev, Coffin headed the first 
Outward Bound program for the 
Peace Corps in 1961. To do so, he 
brought Rev. Coffin and Mr. Lanoue 
together pool side at the undersecre- 
tary of state’s home in Washington, 
D.C., early one morning. They had 
only a short time as they had to 
leave before a group of African 


Mr. Miner is now founding trustee, 
a life-time appointment, of Outward 
Bound USA and he continues to devote 
time to Lawrence General Hospital, 


where he was chairman of the board of 


directors for nine years. 


“Tf you teach, and don’t have anoth: 
er outlet, the question is, do you impair 
your growth;” Mr. Miner says. “I think 
these two other things, Outward Bound 
and the hospital, kept me growing.” 

“T accidentally backed into educa- 
tion and I found it very rewarding. I 
liked the classroom. I liked the kids, I 
liked the coaching. I couldn’t believe 
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‘Find ways for kids to discover; don’t teach them’ 


envoys arrived for a swim before 
lunch. 

Freddy Lanoue tied Rev, Coffin’s 
hand behind his back and tied his 
feet. 

“Usually we take 12 hours to get 
{o this tie-up stage, but time is 
short,” Mr. Lanoue said, and pushed 
the reverend into the pool. 

Rev. Coffin was so mad he 
couldn’t talk as Mr. Lanoue began to 
teach him the basics of drownproof: 
ing. Every time Rev. Coffin made a 
mistake, Mr. Lanoue would place a 
foot on the reverend’s head and 
push him under, Rev. Coffin eventu- 
ally got the hang of it and made it to 
the end of the pool, where Mr, Min- 
er untied his bloody wrists. 


“Apparently he had panicked a 
bit in those moments on the bottom 
of the pool,” Mr. Miner says. 

But before they were finished, 
Arthur Schlesinger Jr., historian 
and a Kennedy staff member at the 
time, arrived, followed by the 
African dignitaries. Mr. Lanoue 
introduced himself and instructed 
the visitors to put their hands 
behind their backs. Soon, Mr. 
Lanoue had “the plenipotentiaries + 
of a dozen African countries bob- 
bing up and down with their hands 
tied.” 

The under secretary’s wife came 
out and was at first livid, then began 
to smile as she saw her guests were 
having the time of their lives, After- 
ward she said it was one of the most 
successful luncheons she'd ever giv- 
en, 

“Nobody in the world but I'reddy 
Lanoue could have pulled that off, 
nobody,” Mr. Miner said. 

Rev. Coffin hired him. 

“Bill Coffin was here the other 
day, We got laughing over that,” Mr. 
Miner said last week. 


life was so good that they pay you to do 
those fun things. 

‘It was a very fulfilling fun life. And 
Outward Bound just enhanced it a lit- 
tle bit. It articulated, somehow, the 
side of education that interested me the 
most and that was the experiential side 
of education. Personally, I had been an 
academic casualty.” 


When the Miners are at home, 
which is an 1830 structure with a barn 
on a two-acre lot, they spend time in 
their yard where he raises bees and 
they grow blueberries, Concord grapes, 
corn, tomatoes, potatoes, leeks, lima

beans and flowers. 

Mr. Miner says he'd like to be a 
farmer and he used to raise chickens 
but the raccoons got them. The neigh- 
bors loved the chickens as they would 
all get their day when they could buy 
the eggs. 

He has grown prize pumpkins, first 
with Tom Cone, biology teacher at PA, 
and now with Cal Mutti, minister of 
South Church and next door neighbor. 
Rev. Mutti has only known Mr. Miner 
a few years but values their relation 
ship. 

“Some people sort of awaken in us 
an excitement for living, and I think 
Josh does that,” Rev. Mutti said last 
week, 

Mr. Miner also plays piano, but only 
finds time for about 15 minutes a day, if 
that.

Mr. Miner says. “I love to do wood- 
working, but I don't get a chance to do 
it.” 

He likes to paint, but never gets the 
chance, and when he is away for a few 
days, the garden gets away from him, 
he says. Mr. Miner once described Kurt 
Hahn as being an old man in a hurry. 
Mr. Miner now seems to be the one ina 
hurry.

Comments 
about voting 
in the primary 


Now that the primary is accom- 
plished, and we are preparing to 
vote again in November, we would 
like to make a few comments about 
what happens at the polls when one 
votes. 

First, the community should 
thank the League of Women Voters 
for performing a service at the polls. 
They volunteer to sit out front of the 
polls and tell people which precinct 
they live in, and answer any other 
questions they can about voting. 
This year, we heard comments about 
people who were rude to the League 
volunteers. We also heard from peo- 
ple who found the League very help- 
ful. The League is not responsible 
for how this state votes. 

Now on to our complaints. For 
those who object to a bank teller who 
counts their money in a loud voice 
for all in the lobby to hear, we have a 
similar comment about primaries. 
Some of us do not register as Repub- 
licans, nor as Democrats. Rather, we 
make sure we are unenrolled. That 
way, we can decide if we wish to 
vote Democratic or Republican in a 
primary. For example, we may be 
sophisticated enough to wish to take 
the GOP primary ticket so that we 
can vote for someone in order to 
knock out another GOP candidate 
whom we believe to be more difficult 
to beat for the Democrat who we 
hope will run in November. 

But we don’t wish our party, or 
even the party in which we are vot- 
ing just in that primary, to be 
announced to the public. At the polls 
in Andover, two times you are asked 
in a manner that is not private 
which ballot you want for the prima- 
ry — when you first enter and then 
when you finish voting. 

One Andover resident we know 
and respect even objects that she 
cannot place her ballot in the count- 
ing box herself when she is finished 
— a voter must hand the ballot to a 
person who then places it in the box. 

Not being sure that anything can 
be done about these relatively minor 
problems at the poll, we thought we 
would simply mention them and see 
if anyone has similar comments.

Up, up and away with a lot of hot air

It was a Monday afternoon and I 
was sitting at my computer in the 
office when I overheard my boss talk- 
ing on the phone. Someone wanted 
Townsman photographer Matt 
Sapienza to go up in a hot air balloon 
to take 
some pic- 


tures,

yelled,

wasn't available and off I went. 

The invitee was Fred Fisichelli, 
owner of the RE/MAX Preferred Inc. 
of North Andover and Methuen. 
Re/Max uses a hot air balloon in its 
national advertising and local 


Re/Max agencies offer rides to’ 


agents as awards. This ride was a lit- 
tle different in that it was an award 
for a raffle Re/Max held at a home- 
selling seminar last fall. 

I met some of the Re/Max people 
at 290 Main St. at about 5:30, but we 
had to wait until almost 7 before the 
wind died down. The winds were 


gusting 12-20 mph and we needed 
them under 12 mph. 

Mario DiStephano, our pilot, runs 
Bella Via Balloon Company in West- 
boro and operates flights for 
Re/Max. He decided he could take 
four passengers, Richard and June 
Mullin, of Beverly, the raffle win- 
ners, Mr. Fisichelli and myself. 

The Mullins had been in an open- 
cockpit plane before, but never a hot 
air balloon. 

“This will be a first for me,” Ms, 
Mullin said. 

I also was a first-timer. Much to 
my surprise, so was Mr. Fisichelli. 
Luckily, Mr. DiStephano has been 
piloting 14 years. 

The brand new nylon balloon was 
piled out of the trailer and stretched 
out on the grassy lawn by Mr. DiS- 
tephano’s four assistants. Then the 
wicker basket, which looked like it 
should have held about 100 loaves of 
bread, was carried out. Two propane 
burners were mounted on the top of 
it and tested. 

Mr. DiStephano told me the burn- 
ers produce 15 million BTUs each 
“enough to heat a 10-story building 
for an hour.” 

The flames shot out what seemed 
like six or eight feet and I went over 
to take a closer look at what kind of 
material this balloon was made of. 


Call me curious. 

The balloon itself was rip stop 
nylon, specially coated. The “throat” 
is lined with “Kynol,” a fire-proof 
material used in making firefighter 
clothes, according to our pilot. The 
shroud lines, holding the basket to 
the balloon, were steel cable. At least 
they wouldn't burn, I thought. 

While I was getting all this infor- 
mation, the crew had laid the basket 
on its side at the neck of the balloon, 
which was spread out on the grass, 
and connected the shroud lines. Two 
of the crew then held the throat of 
the balloon open and fired up the 
burners, and the flat cloth began to 
swell. 

Susan Rochwarg and Linda Cut- 
ter, both of Andover and both 
saleswomen for Re/Max, were part of 
the chase team along with Joe 
Fisichelli, Fred's son and vice presi- 
dent of marketing for Re/Max, and 
about a half dozen other friends and 
relatives. They would try to keep up 
with us in cars as we floated over the 
Merrimack Valley. 

I was told to be ready to jump in, 
but continued to take pictures. Sud- 
denly someone said let’s go, and I ran 
to the basket, grabbed the side and 
climbed in. A second later we were 
going up and I thought, what if [I’m

The pilot can control the up- 
and-down movement of the balloon, 
but not the side-to-side movement, 
that’s up to the wind, The balloon 
can go up to about 3,000 feet. Our 
altitude varied from just over the 
treetops to 1,000 feet.

At certain heights, we would hit 
strong breezes and would move 
along quickly.

Methuen gridders shut out 
Andover for first time since ‘88

Ouch! 

You have to go all the way back to the fourth 
game of the 1988 season to find the last time an 
Andover High football team was shut out. 

Ironically, Methuen was the last team to 
blank the Golden Warrior gridders 20-0 on Oct.

with new Mirror Image system 


You've learned to live with the face 
in the mirror. Through trial and error 
over the years, you've learned how to 
wear your hair, and if you're a wom- 
an, fix your makeup so you look your 
best. 

Still — there’s something that’s 
always vaguely troubled you. Maybe 
it’s that little bump at the tip of your 
nose. Or maybe it’s what your mother 
always called your “weak chin,” If 
might even be those dark circles 
under your eyes that give you that 
tired, older look. 

Now physicians at the Center for 
Plastic Surgery and Personal Develop- 
ment have an important and remark- 
able new tool to help patients trans 
form abstract and often indistinct 
wishes into real images. 

Using a new computer system, the 
center’s physicians can now deter- 
mine exactly what physical changes 
will give a patient that special feeling 
of completion. 

“Patients often come in determined 
to change something about their 
appearance, without being really sure 
what that ‘something’ is, It’s very 
important to help them communicate 
their wishes as clearly as possible. It 
would be terrible to perform a rhino- 
plasty (surgery to correct the shape of 
the nose) when it’s really his chin the 
patient wants to change,” comments 
plastic surgeon Dr. Gurmander S. 
Kohli. Dr. Kohli is medical director of 
the Center for Plastic Surgery and 
Personal Development at New Eng- 
land Memorial Hospital in Stoneham 
and Boston University Medical Cen- 
ter. 

The process begins with some pic- 
ture-taking — frontal and profile pho- 
tos, for. example, if a patient is consid- 
ering facial surgery. The camera is 


hooked up to the computer so it trans 
fers the images onto the screen in full 
color, high resolution. Once the 
patient is satisfied that the screen 
shows his face the way he sees it, this 
electronic “portrait of the present” 
can be altered at will. 

“You have to be something of an 
artist when you work the system,” 
comments Carla Vara, The center's 
aesthetics specialist and treatment 
coordinator. Ms. Vara works with a 
special “pen” that functions as a com 
puter “mouse” to change the image. 

Any aspect of the nose, lips, eyes, 
ears, chin, jaw or faceline, can be 
changed with a click of a button on the 
remote control pen — the computer age 
equivalent of the artist’s paintbrush. 

“So what do you think?” Ms. Vara 
asks frequently to gauge the patient’s 
response as the onscreen profile 
changes. 

“We always try to be very conserva- 
tive and understate the anticipated 
result. It’s certainly better for a 
patient to be pleasantly surprised 
with what we’ve achieved after 
surgery, rather than to feel disap- 
pointed,” Dr, Kohli observes. As he 
talks, he carefully assesses the altered 
image of the patient. It’s up to Dr. 
Kohli to determine if Ms. Vara’s pro- 
posed changes are possible consider- 
ing the sculpting material with which 
he must work — human tissue. 

In the past, the surgeon says, we've 
lacked an effective way of showing 
how surgery could alter a patient’s 
body and appearance, Before and after 
pictures of others who've had surgery 
could never really demonstrate how a 
particular patient might appear. 

“Sometimes I drew simple pencil 
sketches or held up a mirror as they

Memory loss, confusion might 
be sign of Alzheimer’s disease 


At some point, you’ve probably for- 
gotten something as basic as an 
important phone number, the name of 
a favorite restaurant or where the 
extra house keys are hidden. 

Although temporary memory loss 
can be annoying, it doesn’t affect your 
ability to lead a normal life. However, 
memory loss among the senior popu- 
lation, when associated with 
Alzheimer’s disease, can be a serious 
condition as it begins to interfere with 
daily life activities.

The pri 
mary symptoms are gradual loss of 
memory and intellectual ability 
severe enough to interfere with daily 
living.

+ getting lost in familiar 
surroundings, forgetting how to get to 
a familiar destination, wandering; 

« forgetting names of familiar peo- 
ple and appointments, location of 
once-familiar objects and belongings; 

« inability to handle money, keep a 
checkbook, read or write; 

+ inability to find the right words, 
repeatedly asking the day, time and 
when something will take place. 

There are more than 50 disorders 
that have symptoms similar to 
Alzheimer’s disease and symptoms 
vary greatly from person to person. 

Although there is no cure for 
Alzheimer’s disease, many corpora- 
tions are dedicated to the research, 
discovery and development of new 
compounds to treat sufferers.

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Captivate children with 
exercise for healthy life 


By now, you've probably heard all 
the statistics on how unfit today’s 
children are. 

In the past few years, tests by the 
Presidents’ Council on Physical Fit- 
ness and Sporis have found consis- 
tently low performance levels on tests 
of cardiovascular endurance, abdomi- 
nal strength and flexibility, and arm 
and upper-body strength. 

“These results are alarming indica- 
tors of overall conditioning and pre- 
sent health problems for many kids 
later in life,” says Christine 
Estabrook, owner of Silverado Athlet- 
ic Club in Andover. 

For example, young people who 
score poorly on sit-up and sit-and- 
reach tests are prone to low-back 
problems. 

Only 30 percent of the girls and 60 
percent of the boys could complete 
more than a single pull-up! 

At an age when climbing trees and 
racing over playground equipment 
should be a regular activity, surpris 
ingly few young people are able to lift 
their bodies from a hanging position.

In a recent study of school-age 
youths, acceptable body composition 
scores were found only in the 4-to-8 
year-old range. 

The average percentage of body fat 
in the 9-to-17-age range exceeded rec- 
ommended levels for both boys and 
girls. 

New estimates from the medical 
community indicate that up to 25 per- 


cent of American youth are obese. 
Obese children tend to experience 
high blood pressure, higher choles- 
terol levels and a high risk of heart 
disease. 

In most cases, the answer to attain- 
ing a desirable bodyweight is not diet- 
ing. Young people need more physical 
activity to burn additional calories 
and achieve higher fitness levels.

A Lahey Clinic physician has devel- 
oped a technique for diagnosing middle 
ear disorders that is less invasive and 
painful than traditional diagnostic 
techniques, which often require open 
surgery. 

Middle ear endoscopy, which allows 
the physician to view the microscopic 
structure of the middle ear with the 
help of a tiny video telescope inserted 
through the eardrum, may also lead to 
minimally invasive treatments for 
middle ear diseases, according to Den 
nis Poe, M.D., Lahey Clinic neuro-otol 
ogist. 7 

The middle ear, located between the 
visible outer ear and the inner ear that 
transmits sounds through the auditory 
nerve to the brain, is the part of the ear 
most vulnerable to infections, fistulas 
and other disorders 

Traditionally, thorough examina 
tions of the middle ear have required 
open surgery, consisting of cutting into 
the ear canal, folding the eardrum back 
and viewing the middle ear through an 
operating room microscope. 

The procedure frequently required 
up to seven days recovery time, gener 
al anesthesia and the use of operating 
room time, equipment and staff.

small passageways, posed an even 
greater challenge. 

He began by experimenting with a 
one-millimeter scope attached to a flex 
ible fiber optic and found that the pic 
tures were not adequate, 

He then chose a rigid 1.9 millimetey 
telescope that gave him the clear, com 
prehensive images he needed for diag 
nosing middle ear abnormalities. 

Poe has already performed 50 mid 
dle ear endoscopies and has found no 
complications or side effects from the 
procedure, He is also beginning to 
teach other physicians 

The most common diseases of the 
middle ear, which can easily be diag 
nosed with this new technique, include 
infections, leakages from the inner ear 
that are called fistulas, tumors, inflam 
mation of the middle ear mucous mem 
brane and cysts that can eventually 
erode the delicate bones needed for 
sound conduction. 

The next step, says Poe, is to use the 
endoscope in conjunction with a laser 
to treat diseases of the middle ear,

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What a simple blood test can tell your doctor 


Anyone who’s visited the doctor 
probably has had a blood test — a sim- 
ple procedure in which blood is drawn 
either from a vein or by pricking a fin- 
ger. 

A blood test often is performed as 
part of a physical exam or as a screen- 
ing procedure, and can yield a wealth 
of information about your health. 

“A complete blood count, referred to 
is a ‘CBC’ is a universal test that can 
detect infection, anemia, even 
leukemia and arthritis,” explains Caro 
line Apovian, M.D., an emergency 
medicine physician in the walk 
in/urgent care unit at the Winchester 
Hospital Family Medical Center. 

“About five to seven ec’s of blood 
less than two teaspoons — are necessary 
for a CBC,” says Dr. Apovian, “This 
sample is analyzed several ways, the 
most important being hemoglobin con- 
centration, red and white blood cell 


count and hematocrit.” 

Hemoglobin carries oxygen through 
the blood stream to all the cells in the 
body, It gives the red color to blood and 
is normally found within the red blood 
cells. 

A hemoglobin 
measurement 
determines the 
concentration of 
this chemical 
substance in the 
blood, 

Red blood 
cells carry oxy 
gen to all parts of the body. If you have 
too few red blood cells, you may have 
simple anemia, which is usually the 
result of too little iron in your diet, 

But it can also indicate other, more 
serious problems, such as leukemia. 
internal bleeding, kidney malnutrition 
or sickle cell anemia, 


blood.’

Too many red blood cells, on the oth- 
er hand, may indicate that the body is 
having difficulty supplying itself with 
oxygen. This can be an early warning 
of congenital heart disease or respira 
tory disease, 

One white 
blood cell popula- 
tion, also called 
“granulocyte,” is 
the body’s chief 
defense against 
disease, so its ley 
el can reveal a 
great deal about 
your health. 

Nancy Sawyer, laboratory manager 
at the Winchester Hospital Family 
Medical Center, says “an elevated 
white blood count (WBC) could indi 
cate many things, some being infec 
tion, stress, injury or even leukemia. 

A lower-than-normal WBC level can 


be indicative of any of the numerous 
Viral infections. 

The hematocrit measures the 
blood’s ratio of red blood sells to plas 
ma; it indicates how well the blood car 
ries oxygen throughout the body, 

Sawyer describes several other 
blood tests that are performed to 
screen for specific problems, 

These tests are often done in “pan 
els,” using a single sample of blood. 
since it is generally less expensive than 
performing each test separately. 

“One test included in the panel 
would be a glucose test, which deter 
mines the amount of sugar in the 
blood,” explains Sawyer, “It can help to 
diagnose diabetes (high blood sugar) 01 
hypoglycemia, which is a decreased 
blood sugar level, 

“It really is amazing how much 
information is contained ina few drops 
of blood,” she says. 


Diabetics should protect their feet from infections, say experts 


Your feet can be among the places 
most affected by diabetes. Because that 
disease can impair circulation, the tis 
sues in the foot become less able to 
fight infection. 

Diabetics often have dry skin, which 
can lead to itchy feet, Scratching can 
break the skin and bring on infection. 
Daily use of a good skin cream can 
help. 

Diabetic neuropathy can cause a 


loss of ability to feel pain, heat and cold 
and feet may be burned or otherwise 
injured without the diabetic knowing 
it.

After marrying 
Ernest, she began her medical career 
as a family practitioner, 

Prompted by the demands of family 
life, and spurred on by an early bout 


-with sight-threatening retinitis, in 


which she learned to live without sight 
for several months, she traded in the 
unpredictable life of a family practi- 
tioner for the more manageable sched- 
ule of an ophthalmologist. 

While associated with the Universi 
ty of Tennessee in Memphis, Margaret 
noticed that a large number of people 
coming into the clinics of the affiliated 
John Gaston Hospital were afflicted 
with glaucoma at advanced sight-rob- 
bing stages. In a pilot study, she deter- 
mined that 4 percent of patients com-

reasons actually had glaucoma in its 
early stages, with more than 25 per- 
cent showing increased ocular tension 

an early indicator of tendency 
toward glaucoma. 

On the strength of her findings, she 
was awarded a grant from the U.S. 
Public Health Service to continue her 
work and later co-authored the first 
paper (Which became a lead article in 
The New England Journal of 
Medicine) pointing out that glaucoma 
is more prevalent in people with 
chronic debilitating diseases, such as 
hypertension, heart disease, diabetes 
and gout. 

Her work prompted eye doctors 
across the nation to begin glaucoma 
sereening as a routine part of eye 
exams on patients over 40. It also 
served as a catalyst for the initiation 
of screening by the Lions Club. 

Ernest and Margaret wrote another 
important chapter in their family’s 
medical history by contracting early 
in their marriage as medical mission- 
aries at a Seventh Day Adventist hos- 
pital in Puerto Rico. 

After returning to the states, the 
Horsleys settled in Melrose in 1967, 
where they live today, and Ernest 
joined the NEMH staff. Later, Mar- 
garet served there as chief of ophthal- 
mology for three years, a leadership

position her son, Wilson, holds today. 

Initially, the Horsleys established 
offices in the old NEMH building, then 
took offices in Reading. In 1979, they 
moved to the newly-built Professional 
Building on Main Street in Stoneham, 
where the Horsley Clinic resided for 
more than 20 years. 

Dr. Wilson Horsley or “Dr. Will” 
(as he is known to many patients), 
studied ophthalmology at a time when 
new equipment and technologies were 
dramatically changing the face of the 
specialty. 

During his years in medical school 
and residency, new laser and micro- 
surgical technologies began to make 
their appearance, raising the young 
physician’s interest in surgical, as 
well as medical ophthalmology. 

Shortly after joining the Horsley 
Nye Clinic in 1981, he began to intro- 
duce some of these new techniques, 
including extracapsular (behind the 
eye capsule) lens implant surgery, to 
the region and gained prominence in 
their use. He was instrumental in first 
bringing laser surgery to NEMH. 

Eventually, the dramatic sight 
restoring results he achieved prompt- 
ed other physicians to employ tech- 
niques that he used. 

‘ He was among the first in the area 
to employ a technique called pha 
coemulsification. This procedure uses 
a high-frequency ultrasound beam to 
break up the nucleus of a cataract into

More than 28 million surgeries are 
performed in the United States ina 
year, and most are followed by conven 
tional pain therapy: doctors simply 
call for injections of pain-killers as 
needed. 

This often results in delay, under 
medication and unnecessary pain in 
half of these conventionally treated 
patients. 

These are findings reported in the 
first major guideline published by the 
U.S. Public Health Service's newest 
agency, the Agency for Health Care 
Policy and Research. 

With inarticulate children and 
infants, and with some senior citizens, 
even higher percentages may suffer 
pain unnecessarily, 

A strength of this medical care 
guideline — and those to come — is that 
it is not a product of “Big Brother” but 
of private specialists assembled by the 
government with the support of key 
medical groups, 

Nor is it a strict requirement. 
Instead, it is a description of what pri 
vate experts consider to be the most 
effective medical practices. 

They list no single way to do things, 
but a range. For example, the guide 
line’s discussion of pain control in 
children includes a full armament and 


range of drugs, relaxation techniques, 
ways to comimunicate with small chil 
dren and a warm-hearted mention of a 
technique that shows concern and pro 
vides comfort: holding their hands. 
Under-medication for pain results 
when doctors tell nurses to give pain 
medication “as needed.” This means 
the patient is already in pain, often 
very severe pain, before the nurse is 
called, 

The nurse then goes to the medica 
tion cabinet, prepares the injection, 
returns and gives it, all of which mean 
delay. 

It means the patient goes in and out 
of pain and must call for medication. 
This is unnecessary, the guideline 
says, because doctors and nurses can 
usually predict how long after surgery 
severe pain will last and can thus med- 
icate for it, 

The report calls for regular medica- 
tion before the pain emerges or re 
emerges. It notes that there are devices 
that permit patients to control, within 
limits, the amount of painkiller they 
receive, 

Some under-medication stems for 
fear of addiction, For short-term, post

What's the difference? 


More than 40 million Americans 
suffer each year from the runny noses 
and itchy, watery eyes characteristic 
of upper respiratory allergies. Many 
will seek relief by taking a common 
cold or allergy preparation that con- 
tains an antihistamine. 

Preparations containing an antihis- 
tamine help suppress allergy symp- 
toms by blocking the effects of his- 
tamine, a substance produced by the 
body that plays a major role in aller- 
gic reactions. In addition to their ben- 
efits, antihistamines may cause side 
effects that should be considered 
before taking this type of metlication.

When activities that require men- 
tal alertness and concentration are 
considered — work and school perfor- 
mance and driving, for example — the 
effect of traditional antihistamines 
may be troublesome and even poten- 
tially hazardous.
